TYPE OF DISTRICT, 


The Oakham Rural District which covers over half of the County of 
Rutland, is largely agricultural in character, but ironstone mining is 
carried out in some of the more northerly parishes, Two large Aerodromes 
have been built by the Air Ministry at Cottesmore and Edith Weston and there 
is a small R.A.F. Site in the parish of Greetham, One of H.i. Open 
Prisons is situated in the parish of Burley, about a mile to the north of 
Oakham, Except for a brewery at Langham there are no major industries, 
and by its geographical position with no large towns in close proximity, 
the District continues to retain its rural character undisturbed by urban 
development,

During the year one hundred and forty-two additional water connections 
to houses were made and piped water supplies are now available to practically 
the whole of the dwellings in the Rural District, Only two parishes with 
very few houses, namely Leighfield and Martinsthorpe are without public or 
private piped water supplies, 

There are private piped water supplies to fifty-six properties at 
Barleythorpe, Egleton and Gunthorpe, and Cottesmore Aerodrome has it own 
water supply to four—hundred and nincteen houses, 


Water is provided to over two thousand premises in the remaining 
twenty-three parishes from the mains of the Leicester City Corporation 
which acquired this Council's water undertaking in 1959, Existing 
supplies in the northerly parishes of the District have been augmented 
by the Corporation from its mains in adjoining Districts in case of 
emergency. The Leicester City Corporation has also taken over the re- 
sponsibility of supplying water to the North Luffenham R.A.F. Station 
which includes a large number of properties in the parish of idith Weston, 
and of providing a reserve supply for Cottesmore Aerodrome, 


\iater supplies in the District generally can be regarded as quite 
satisfactory in both quality and quantity, Analyses are made regularly 
by the staff of the Leicester City Water Department, and no case of 
plumbo-solvency has been reported,

Attention was given and general repairs were carried out as 
necessary during 1962 to the existing village drains and sewers of the 
District, The modern sewers and sewage disposal plants already 
installed at Braunston, Market Overton, iixton, Langham, Cottesmore and 
Greetham, Empingham and Manton continued to function satisfactorily. 


The work of constructing the new sewage disposal works at 
Whissendine was practically completed by the end of the year, 
Enlargement of the existing sewage disposal works at Cottesmore is still 
under consideration following notification from the Air Ministry of 
further development at the R.A.F. Station there in the near future, 
Contracts for the provision of new sewers at Edith Weston, lgleton and 
Barleythorpe were accepted by the Council and also approved by the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Government, and these works are to be 
commenced early in 1963, In addition to the preparation of plans for 
a new sewage system at Ashwell, the Consulting Ingineers of the 
Council have under consideration the possibility of providing a sewerage 
systen for the village of Stretton, 


The Scheme for the sewering of Hambleton has been deferred by 
the Council owing to the heavy cost likely to be involved due to the 
scattered nature of the various properties in the parish, 


Once again, during 1962, many conversions of pail lavatories to 
water closets were carried out, as shown by the figures given below,

PUBLIC CLEANSING, 


The Council's arrangements for fortnightly collections of refuse 
by direct labour from houses in the villages of the District and weekly 
collections at the Married Quarters of the R.A.F. Stations at Cottesmore 
and Edith \leston were again carried out without interruption during 
the course of 1962, and very few complaints in connection with this 
service were lodged, 
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Tipping is still being carried out in disused ironstone railway 
cuttings at Cottesmore and Barrow and on a site adjoining the Lyndon Road 
at Manton; use is also being made for this purpose of an old ironstone 
quarry at impingham, There was again a considerable reduction in the 
number of night—soil pans in use at houses following the conversion of 
many pail-closets to water-lavatories, and this number is being still 
further reduced, 


Collections of night—soil have again been carried out by direct 
labour in most of the unsewered parishes of the District, and the 
Council also arranged for the emptying by Contractors of the village 
septic tank at Ashwell in addition to several situated on its housing 
sites,

The figures shown under Camping Sites above do not include caravans 
or other temporary dwellings used on the local Aerodromes which are 
subject to the direct control of the Government Department concerned, 


Further aoplications by owners of caravan sites for licences 
under the Caravan Sites and Control of Development Act, 1960 were 
considered by the Council during 1962, and where the necessary permission 
had already been obtained from the Town and Country Planning Department 
of the Rutland County Council for these sites to be used for camping 
purposes, licences setting out the sanitary arrangements to be provided 
there were issued, 


Apart from considerable groups of vans at one of the R.A.F. 
Stations, the only large caravan encampment authorised here is at 
Langham, used chiefly during the summer months, but with some caravan- 
dwellings occupied during the whole of the year, Suitable sanitary 
accommodation and other facilities have been provided by the owner of 
the land to the satisfaction of the Council, and no complaints concerning 
the premises have been received from any of the occupants there, 


In two cases where permits were not granted by the Town and 


Country Planning Authority, notification for the removal of these vans 
was given, and they have now left the District, 


PESTS CONTROL 


A Pests Control Officer is employed jointly by this and four 
other nearby District Councils to deal with any infections of rats 
reported in the area, and this arrangement is still working quite 
satisfactorily,

action under the Housing Acts during 1962 resulted in seventeen 


houses being closed as unfit and demolition orders served in respect of 
four of these premises, 


During the course of the year payment of fifty-seven improvement 
grants under the Housing (Financial Provision) Act, 1958 and the House 
Purchase and Housing Acts, 1959 towards the costs of modernising private 
properties were approved subject to satisfactory completion of the 
works by the owners, 


The total number of houses and bungalows owned by the Council at 
the end of 1962 was three~huidredand ninety-six, of which one hundred 
and nine were built prior to 1940, 


The number of applicants for Council Houses on the Housing Register 
at the close of the year was one hundred and fifty-one of which twenty— 
seven were from persons living outside of the District, and twenty-three 
from tenants of Council Houses within the area who wished to exchange 
tenancies, 


PROVISION OF Nuly HOUSZS DURING THE YZAR, 
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During 1962, ten houses and thirteen bungalows for elderly perons 
were completed and let by the Council at uxton, Market Overton, Greetham 
and at the end of the year another three bungalows were in course of 
construction at impinghan, 


Nine houses were built by private persons and two conversions of 
existing buildings to dwellings carried out during 1962, Approximately 
another one-hundred houses were constructed by the Air Ministry at the 
R.A.F. Station at Cottesmore where the Iarried Quarters are being 
considerably enlarged, The Ilinistry of Works also completed six more 
dwellings at H.M. Prison, Ashwell for the use of staff there, 


The Council expect to commence the construction of another twenty— 
seven houses and bungalows shortly for which tenders have already been 
submitted and approved, Of these, six houses and four bungalows for 
elderly persons will be constructed in the parish of Market Overton, 
and the other twelve houses and five bungalows are to be built at 
Whissendine, The Council also have under consideration the acquisition 
of additional sites for house building purposes in several other villages 
in the District.

MEAT  INSECTION, 


It was possible under the arrangement regarding times of slaughtering 
made early in 1959 by the Council with the local butchers, to inspect most 
of the animals slaughtered in the District at times convenient to the 
Council. The standard of the meat inspected was still very good. 


Three slaughterhouses were still in use in the District at the close 
of 1962, as alternative arrangements for future slaughtering elsewhere under 
the provisions of the Slaughterhouse Act of 1958 had not been finalised, 
It was originally intended that these three slaughterhouses should be 
closed on the 1st day of Cctober, 1962, but an extension of the date until 
July 3lst, 1963 was granted by the Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and 
Food in view of difficulties in completing works of alteration and 
improvement at slaughterhouses in nearby Districts where these butchers can 
slaughter later on, It has been made quite clear to the butchers concerned 
that this extension of time is purely of a temporary character,

FOOD HYGIENE (GENERAL) REGULATIONS 1960. 


A considerable number of inspections and re-inspections of shops 
under the above Regulations were made throughout the District during 1962, 
and it was found that the requirements relating to the handling of food were 
being observed in a satisfactory manner, Most of the shops in the District 
are quite small and, generally speaking, are very well maintained, 


Alterations of the sanitary comveniences at some of these premises 
were carried out during 1962 following the installation of new sewerage 
systems in the villages concerned, 


NATIONAL ASSISTANCE ACT 1948 ~— Section 47 — 
Removal to suitable premises of persons in need of 


care and attention, 


I am pleased to report that no legal action was necessary during 1962 
to secure the removal of persons to suitable Homes under the Section 47 of 
the National Assistance Act. Investigations were, however, carried out in 
several cases where elderly persons were known to be living in difficult 
circumstances, In one particular instance, a man was found to be living 
alone in unsatisfactory conditions at an isolated cottage which badly needed 
repair, but he would not accept the offer of removal to the County Home for 
Aged persons at the time of my visit. Shortly afterwards, however, he 
agreed to leave to receive treatment as an in-patient at one of the local 
Hospitals, and the cottage has since been closed for further habitation,
